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DETAILED ACTION 

- Response to the applicant's amendment dated 8/18/2006 

- Amended claims 1-15 have been submitted for examination 

- Amended claims 1-15 have been allowed 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . In regard to claim 6 rejection under section 35 USC §112 (2 nd ), on further 
examination and in view of the applicant's cited examples in US patent no. 
6,512,854 and 7,068,895 and argument in pages 13-14, filed on 8/18/2006. The 
rejection of claim 6 35 USC § 112 (2 nd ) has been withdrawn. 

Specification Objections 

2. In view of the applicant amended specifications filed on 8/18/2006; all objections 
to the specification are withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments see pages 8-13, filed on 8/18/2006, with respect to claims 
1-15 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-15 
under section 35 USC § 102 (a) has been withdrawn. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
5. The prior Art of record and in particular Bickerstaff02 (Cited in the office action 
filed on 5/15/2006 do not teach, suggest, or otherwise render obvious the 
limitations as cited by the applicant in claiml: 

- (Currently Amended) A decoder comprising: 
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- an SISO device that operates as a PCCC decoder in a first mode of 
operation, and as an SCCC decoder in a second mode of operation 
where the device operates as per at least one trellis using an in-place 
addressing technique to process information. 

6. Claims 2-1 1 depends from claim 1 . 

7. In regard to claim 12, Bickerstaff02 do not teach, suggest, or otherwise render 
obvious the limitations as cited by the applicant in claim 12: 

- (Currently Amended) A method of performing turbo decoding, the 
method comprising the step of: 

- processing, in accordance with a turbo decoding algorithm , received 
information as per an N-state Radix-K trellis using an in-place 
addressing technique where N, K are integers equal to 1 or greater. 

8. Claims 13 and 14 depend from claim 12. 

9. Claim 15 has similar language as in claim 12.
